The British, who had many of 
their trawlers arrested by Nor- 
wegian fishery protection vessels 
in the disputed waters, had dis- 
agreed with Norway's claim and 
brought the matter before the 
Internationa) Court. 

The Court decided that Nor-

Hemming is not necessary, an- 
other advantage. A pinked edge 
does nicely as an attractive,

If the felt label includes the 
term “athletic shades,” it means 
that the colour is above average 
in resistance to fading.

A simple and practical 
guard against doping or tamper- 
ing with horses before races was 
established recently by the New 
York State Racing Association, 
and is copied elsewhere in the 
country 
» At the New York tracks 
sereens of wire mesh are put 
on all horse-stalls, which are 
also lockable. Thus ail starters 
,can be kept under Jock and key 
for an hour or 80 

The mesh of the screens 

is lange enough to allow for 
ventilation but too small to 
allow the introduction of any 
foreign matter into the stall. 
There is only one key to each 
stall and that is given to the 
trainer, who bears full responsi- 
bility for the horse’s condition. 


As any effective stimulation 
must be given within two hours 
lof the “off the trainer can thus 
‘be confident that outsiders have 
jno access to the horse, even 
though he himself cannot be 
present and stand guard the 
whole time. 

The New York Jockey Club 
also recently laid down a rule 
forbidding any instrument for 
administering stimulants or any 
stimulants being brought within 
the race tracks without au- 
thorisation. Anybody found 
earrying these faces a prison 
sentence, also a stiff fine. 


RULES THEY FOLLOW 


Two years ago the Louisiana 
State Racing Commission drew 
up rules for the prevention and 
detection of horse-deping.

(1) A saliva and, if necessary, 
a urine test of every horse that 
shows reversal of form or sus- 
pleious performance. 

(2) The establishment of up- 
to-date technical methods for 
tests. 

(3) Keeping secret the identity 
of the borse owner, trainer, and 
jockey from the chomists mak- 
ing the tests. 

(4) The sealing and tagging of 
all test samples in the presonce 
of the owner, ‘ 

(8) An 18-month suspension 
for the first offence ‘and a life- 
¢ime ban for the second.

INFLATIONARY EFFECT 

Between 1938 and 1950 the 
aggregaie of custributed protits 
rose by 65 per cent But dur- 
ing the same period, according 
to Government statistics, wages 
rose by more than doubie this 
amount, that is to say by 147 
per cent.

The woman managed to 
remove the orange from her 
mouth and shouted “Robbery” 
whereupon a Police party, who 
happened to be in the vicinity, 
entered fhe hut and arrested 
four men. A_ fifth man was 
keeping guard outside the 
premises. 

Subsequently cautioned state- 
ments were taken by the Police 
from all of the accused. 

Medical evidence was given 
by Dr Chow Kan-san, of the 
Kowloon Hospital, as to the in- 
juries received by the victims 
In his opinion they were caused 
by a sharp instrument. 

Dr T. C. Pang, Police Surgeon 
attached to Headquarters, testi- 
fled to finding copious stains of 
human blood on a woollen khaki 
jersey and a brown cotton shirt, 
The blood was of group “O". 
He also examined the scissor 
blades and found blood but 
there was not enough to indicate 
that it was human blood.
